English and Continental Kcliocs. 

English papers to January 5lh como 
to us filled wilh accounts of Christ mas 
and Now Year festivities and ro» 
joioiigs— social gatherings around tho 
roast beef and traditional plum pud- 
ding. Political events aro forgotten in 
the i njoyments and pleasures of tbo 
6oa60n ; and whatever may bo bind ol 
hard timcB in tho old country, your 
gonuino old countryman always 
manages to feel happy during tho 
Chratmas holidays. During tho fos.. 
tivo eeason sovoral now pantomimos 
were produced at tho t boat res, and 
tho performances aro highly Bpolson 
of. The first and most important (to 
us) item that striked our eye is one 
concerning tho all-absorbing and over., 
interesting topio of Confederation of 
tho Colonies. Alter a session of sov^ 
oral weeks at tho Wc6tn instor Palace 
Ilotol, tho Delegates havo succeeded 
in iovising tho Quebec schomo su as to 
securo a unanimous vote of ail tho pro- 
vinces represented— that is to Hay, 
Upper and Lower Canada, .Nova Sco- 
tia and .Now Brunswick. Tbo resolu- 
tions passed at Quebec in their revised 
iorm havo been forwarded to Ear| 
Carnarvon for consideration. All the 
knotty points and difficulties which 
presented thcmselvos, so far ts co! ;- 
nial iiilereiits arc coi eerncd, havo 
been successfully combated. Piovision 
is made for enabling the colonies ol 
Prince Edward Inland, Newfoundland, 
tho Northwest Territory and British 
Columbia to enter the Confederation 
on equitable terms bcrcattcr. A 
draught bil!, bused on these resolu- 
tions, it is expected, will be prepared 
and submitted to Parliament early in 
tho ensuing session. Tho Conlerenco 
was composed as follows : — Canada — 
Tho Don. Messrs. J. A. McDonald 
[chairmat ], G. E. Curlier, llowland, 
Lnngevin, llowland and Gait. Nova 
Scotia— Tho lion. Messrs. C. Tuppcr, 
W. A. Henry, J. \V. Hitchio, J. Mo. 
Cully ar.d A. (.',. Archibald. Now 
Brunswick— Messrs. S. L. Tilley, P. 
Mitchell, C. Fisher, D. Wilmot, and J. 
W. Johnson. Loid St. Lopuards is 
one of tho few favored individuals 
who havo enjoyed the grim satisfaction 
of reading their own biogtaphios. 
The report that his lordship 'was dead 
aroso in tho most natural manner 
imaginable. His eldost son, Mr Sug- 
don, died, aud tlio lattor's daughter 
telegraphed to tho deceased's brother 
" Papa is dead," signing tho telegram 
Miss Sugden. Everybody in tbo me- 
tropolis naturally supposed tha: the 
sender ol tho despatch was a maiden 
daughter of Lord St. Leonards, and 
the Times and other papers (who keep 
the obituary notices ol distinguished 
men already written) appeared on tho 
following morning with long articles 
about tho distinguished nobleman 
Their clifi B rin, when the}' ascertained 
that his lordship was still alive, was 
probably great. One cannot help ad 
miring the pluck with which iho great 
Conserval ivo, Mr Lowo, stands by his 
party and enunciates their peculiar 
viows. At a dinner at the Merchant 
Taylors' School, thohonorablo gentle- 
man gavo tho Reformers several homo 
thrusts, and a Mr Joseph Guedalla, a 
mcmbor of tho Reform Leasuo, having 
written a long and very respectful 
letter to Mr Lowe, suggesting that, the 
time had arrived when he might roVract 
his accusations against tlio working 
men, Mr Lowe, in reply, tells Mr (Juo 
dalla that for the last low months the 
Reform League has charged him with 
accusing tho working chsses with 
vonality, drunkenness and other niis> 
conduct lie maintains that his speech 
"only states that such things unhap- 
pily do exist in the constituencies, and 
tbut when they exist they aro to be 
found rather among tho poorer than 
tho richer voters." Tho Lcaguo hav- 
ing thus misrepresented h in, had 
"striven to make bin) an ohjoctoftho 
hatred, perhaps a mark for the ven- 
geance of his countrymen," and with 
such a body ho had no "courtesies" 
to interchange. He could scarcely 
"consider tho rcrjuo-t serious/' and 
declined it. Mr Bass, the celebrated 
brewor and member for 15 urlon-on* 
Trent, has made a moderate conserva- 
tive speech to his constituents, in which 
ho opposed manhood suffrage, but 
offered to make education the tost. Mr 
Doulton tried to speak to his constitu- 
ents at Lambeth and explain bis vote 
against tho Reform Bill. His audi- 
ence, howevor, wore determined to 
prove that they ought to havo votes, 
and accordingly roared at him for 
three-quarters of an hour, compelling 
him to speak to tho reporters, and 
then, having driven him off tho plain 
form, held a meeting of their own, 
It is now claimod that tho Reform 
proot)8iion contained 84.000 people, 
a matter of very litllo consequence 
hero. Tho King of Italy opened his 
Parliament on tho 15th inst., in a 
speooh which began with tho sontonco, 



very proudly spoken — " Our country 
is henceforth frco from all foreign 
domination." Tho King announcos 
that " tho French Government, faith- 
ful to its obligations, has withdrawn 
its troops from Rome," that tho Ital- 
ian Government " has respected, aud 
will respect, tho Pontifical territory;" 
that they desiro "to conciliate Catholic 
interests with national aspirations," 
and hope to "accomplish tbo wishes 
which f form that tho Sovereign Pontiff 
may remain independent at Rome." 
The Ritual war continuos to distract 
the clergy cf the Englisb Church, aud 
several very disagreeable scenes havo 
occurred betwoon Curates and Rectors 
who insist upon altering tbo Ritual 
and their Congregation !. " S. G. 0." 
writes to tho Times, explicitly charg- 
ing Dr Pusey with administering vows 
of celibacy in two or throe canes to 
young ladies under his direction, and 
in ouo case refusing to obsolvo her at 
her parents' request from a vow of 
celibacy takon for two years, or to 
k auction her marriage oven after the 
expiration of the vow, a refusal which, 
as sho would not marry without his 
sanction, put an end to the engagement, 
and sho died single " S. G. O." says 
that ho will product! his evidence for 
tho satisfaction of tho Times it Dr 
Pusey denies these interferences with 
parental authority and tho lroxlom of 
domestic fife. A dividend of 4s. in 
the pound is announced in tho estate 
of Ovorend, Gurney & Co., and an 
order for the resuscitation of -tho Agra 
Bank has been obtained. Count von 
fiisinarck made rathor an important 
speech in tho Berlin Cham her on the 
2lst Oct. The subject was Sebloswig- 
Hoist- in, and the Premier admitted 
that ho accepted tho plebiscituni for 
North Schleswig only to avoid the 
risk of a war with France. lie 
thought himself that unwilling sub* 
jeets wcro no source of strength, but 
still tho vaguo wording ol the clatuo 
about Schleswig " allowed Prussia a 
certain latitudo in carrying it out," 
and sho would " so act that tho pie- 
bhcilum should bo the uninfluenced 
and final judgmont of the pooplo," in 
other words, will sco that tho voto is 
not for reunion to Denmark. As for 
tho Princo of Auguslonburg, the 
Count regarded him as an ally of 
Austria and an enemy. As to inis- 
govornmont in Schlosw'g, ho really 
could not bo oxpsotod to look after 
every policeman who miyht happon 
to bo harsh. All this is very cynical, 
but its frankness conciliated tbo 
Chamber, which does not wish either 
to quarrel with Bismarck or to give 
up North Schleswig. Tho Very Ltov. 
Dr Fitzgerald — wo supj oso tho Roman 
Catholic Dean of Limerick — has fairly- 
told his flock that to take part in tho 
Fenian conspiracy is ono of those 
mortal sins which will prevent him 
ftotn administering tho sacraments to 
i.ny dying Catholic who cannot profess 
sincere repentance for it. Tho tiro at 
tho Crystal Palace, announced by 
Cable, destroyed tho North Transept 
of tho building. Tho loss is estimated 
at £150,000, of which only 20,000 is 
secured by insurance. The blow is a 
severe ono to tho Company. London 
has been snowed undor, that is, five 
inches of snow havo fallen on a level, 
and tho drifts wore so high that travel 
was impeded on tho railways. Na- 
poleon, frightened by tho opposition, 
has "profoundly modified" his 
schomo for reorganizing tho Army. 
Tho regular dialt is to remain 100,000 
a-ycar, but every able-budicd man ol 
twenty who escapes it is to bo ei « 
rolled in tho Garde) Mobile, whiuh can 
bo callsd out for service at any mo- 
ment by a voto ol tho Legislative 
Body. This is a concession, but as tbi Lt gis- 
l.ituro always vote.i us it is bi.l, tho peasuntry 
do not appreciate its full value. Tbey bio 
-imply that whereas they had ouo chance iu 
two of escaping forced military duty, tbey 
now bave none. The Austrian Budget for 
18G7 was published on December 'M, and 
shows a revenue ol £40,729 700. as opposed 
to ao expenditure ol £43.389,600— a defi- 
ciency of £2.659 900, wbich would not be 
very grout, were not taxation eo Btrained 
A volcano in the moon is said to be in an 
active stall!; the crater is fairly marked.

Euioiieau Mai! Summary, 

Pesth, January 17 — Tho Hungarian Diet, 
with remarkable unanimity, evince a desire to 
break their negotiations with Austria, if that 
government continues to oppose the wishes of 
Hungary iu insisting on the army organization 
schemes and oilier measures equally oppres- 
sive and odious to the people. 

Pkstii, January 12 — M. Deak has issued an 
address in which he condemned the patent 
lately issued fur the reorganization of the 
nrmy. He says '.hat tbo carrying out of tho 
sehein" will certainly prove fatal to the an 
rangement of the present difficulties, and ad- 
jures tho Emperor to concede the claims of 
Hungary. 

Count Bismarck delivered a very able speech 
iu the l'rus-uii Legislative Chamber, in which 
be frankly stales the reasons why Prussia con- 
cluded the peace With Austria. Tho address 
jg of great interest as embodying that states- 
man'-; opinion of ihe Inline relations buewcen 
France and Prussia. Ho thinks that France 
has gained by tbe exclusion of Austria from 
(iermar.y, and that Napoleon and Ins cabinet 
will maintain the must friendly relations with 
enlarged Prussia, 

The Journal of St. Petersburg, in denial of 
reports to tho contrary, proclaims that the 
'guild understanding' existing between Russia 
and Austria has not been disturbed. 

From Paris we are specially informed that 
the report of the Bpeecbes interchanged be- 
tween General Dix and Napoleon produced a 
very pleasing effect on the public mind. 

Huron Rieasoli, Premier of Italy, writes a 
most important letter on thu subject of the 
position ol the exiled bishops i t the Catholic 
Church, and their status towards tlio Statu 
alter return. The Huron extols the plan ol 
freedom of worship guaranteed in the United 
States as a model ono lor the Catholics of fruo 
Italy. 

La Liberie, of Paris, of December '25, says ; 
Our Vienna correspondent writes that tbo Aus- 
trian Cabinet has received undoubted Informa- 
tion that the health of the Emperor Maximilian 
is regarded with 'ho most serious apprehen- 
sions by his friends. Our correspondent adds 
that tho Austrian embassy at Paris must havo 
received intelligence of Ins illness at the same 
time as the news ol his return to Mexico. 

The news of the failure of the French in tho 
Corea is confirmed by telegram via Kiacbtka, 
which reports the expedition a total failure, 
and thai the natives were greatly elated and 
European prestige much damaged, 

The Russian Vyest, a special organ of tho 
noblu classus, bus an important article on tho 
subjects ol an Austrian agitation for Polish na- 
tionality as a means of embarrassing thu pol- 
icy ol Russia in the Hast. Thu paper points 
out thu helpless condition In which tbe Aus' 
Irian empire was placed by tho late war, and 
claims that the show of sympathy towards Po- 
land is useless, as it is insincere. Russia's 
power to contract alliances In Europa is set 
forth, the writer also claiming that tbo United 
Slates, ' the political unit which has long kept 
aloof, 1 begins ' to exercise a considerable in- 
fluence .ii the destinies ' of the Old World, * in 
concert and harmony' with Russia. 

The French mnil steamer Notiveau Mondo, 
from .Mexico, arrived at St, Nazairo on Decem- 
ber 28, with aevontyMiino passengers, 4,123 
packages of cargo and 1,000,000 francs in spo«

John Bright, in n. rocent letter to English 
working men, claims that a 'great change' is 
at hand in the political situation of Great 
Britain. 

An oOicinl dispatch has been received in 
Paris from Admiral Rozo, doted in tbe Corea, 
tho 22d of October, announcing tho enpturo of 
Kangboa, an important town, by the French 
forces mi tbe lo'-. of October. On the luth al 
the same month tho Admiral received a letter 
from the King of Corea, in reply to which he 
stated tho satisfaction demanded by the 
French Government. Tlio Admiral was at 
Kanghoa on the 22d of October, awaiting tbe 
anival of interpreters from Shanghai. 

Tlio engineering staff of the cigar ship Uoss 
Wiuans are supposed to have been drowned in 
tbo Thames. A boat containing Mr. Hollidny, 
tho ^bief engineer, Bv« of his officers, a 
sou ' of the commander of tho ship, 
and two boatmen, put out in a small boat at 
Northfleet. to join the ship. This bo-it was 
afterwards found keel upwards and nothing 
hud been heard of those who were in her. It 
is feared that all perished. 

The effect of thu late financial crisis and the

America as tho Abyssinian captives— who had 
just been released from a protracted impri 
sooment, have been again placed ill irons by 
tbo order ol the Emperor Theodore, the ruler 
of Abyssinia.

Terrible Calamity. 

Memphis, Tenn. Jnn 17. — -Tho steamer Platte 
Valley left bore for Vicksburg this afternoon, 
and struck on tbo wreck of a gunboat, and 
sank almost to her hurricane roof In about 
three minutes. Sho was crowded with pas- 
sengers, ii large number of whom were lost. 

ft is estimated by tho survivors that one 
hundred persons wore drowned, among whom 
were Judge McBrldffl, of Munro country, 
Missouri. A family of fifteen persons hound 
lor Texas wcro alt lost. Tho steward and 
about twenty of tho crew aro believed to be 
lost. Tbo captain and pilots aro safe. There 
were somo forty women nnd children on 
board, most of whom weru lost.
